present  needs  and  capable  of  being  enlarged  to  meet  the  demands  of  a  much  larger  city..' 

An  electric  light  and  power  system,  not  only  furnishes  light  for  the  streets,  but  is 
operated  in  the  business  houses  and  many  private  residences. 

The  Court  House  is  a  commodious  stone  structure,  of  "renaissance"  style,  costing 
$60,000.00;  it  is  situated  in  the  center  of  the  large  square.  The  County  Jail  for  the  accom- 
modation of  those  to  whom  liberty  may  become  a  burden  is  a  large  brick  structure,  much 
larger  than  is  likely  to  be  needed  in  so  moral  a  community. 

The  health  of  the  city  is  excellent,  no  fierce  epidemic  ever  having  visited  it. 

Enterprises. 

There  are  four  banks,  all  with  ample  capital  and  under  able  management.  They  are 
as  solid  financial  institutions  as  can  be  found  in  the  state.  Also  one  trust  company,  making 
a  specialty  of  long  time  loans. 

When  all  through  the  Southwest,  there  existed  a  financial  depression,  and  almost  a 
business  stagnation,  Clinton  floated  bouyantly  upon  the  tide  of  prosperity  and  her  mer- 
chants were  busy  and  prosperous. 

The  real  estate  market  has  long  been  active  and  transfers  show  that  much  money  is 
constantly  pouring  into  the  city  from  outside  sources.    And  yet,  real  estate  in  Clinton  is

The  Clinton  Nursery  is  the  largest  one  established  in  the  Southwest;  they  have  a 
large  number  of  traveling  salesmen.    This  season  they  have  over  200,000  choice  trees  for 
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sale.  In  connection  with  their  nursery  stock  they  have  a  magnificent  green  house  full  of 
plants  of  all  varieties.    They  can  also  furnish  bulbs  of  all  kinds  and  cut  flowers.

The  fairest  spot  in  this  great  commonwealth  is  Henry  county.  It  is  a  prairie  county, 
amply  watered  by  some  25  streams,  whose  banks  are  lined  with  timber,  thus  affording 
abundance  of  fuel,  and  that,  too,  of  the  best  variety,  such  as  black  walnut,  hickory,  pecan 
and  nearly  all  species  of  oak.
